Ottawa, March 10— A committee ot 
the House of Commons is to make an 
inquiry into the rising cost of farm im 
plements, This promise was made by 
the Minister of Agriculture at the con 
clusion of a briet debate on the sub- 
ject. Prices for 1936 are from $3 to 
$18 higher tor a wide range of tarm 
implements, as compared with prices 
for the past four or five years, The 
House appeared to be unanimous in 
supporting an investigation, although 
the member for Brantford, W. R. Mac- 
Donald, urged that there had been 
plenty of investigations recently, that 
the average increase in the price of 
implements was only three per cent, 
and that it was important that work- 
ers in the implement factories should 
receive a fair wage. It Was also 
brought ou that the implement com- 
panies had not been making any pro- 
fits of recent years, One member ur- 
ged that the real reason for the 
plight of the implement company was 
the destruction of purchasing power 
of the farmer. When agricultural pri- 
ces rose through treaties and other 
means, the demand for implements 
would go up and evryone would be 
better off,

of Agriculture last week seeking as- 
sistance for the industry. One sugges- 
lion was that a rebate be given direct 
to the beet tarmer of a cent a pound, 
which is the present excise tax upon 
sugar. This would be a direct subsidy 
to the farmer and would, it was urg- 
ed, do the most good, 

Other members opposed this on the 
ground tht a direct subsidy given to 
the beet grower would open the door 
for a flood of similar suggestions re 
garding other branches of the tarming 
industry, and other industries. ‘hese 
members, a8 an alternative, asked that 
in the case of sugar beets the pre: 
sent one cent per pound tax be removy- 


ed altogether. In either event the 
cost to the country would be in the 
neighborhood of $1,800,000 per year. 


At present Canada supplies about 13 
per cent of her sugar requirements 
trom her own beets, and the remain- 
der is made from raw sugar made 
trom sugar cane, largely trom the 
West Indies, 

The government did not say wheth- 
er assistance would be granted or 
not. One problem is that if the pro- 
tection given the Canadian beet grow- 
er ~*~ increased, the shippers of cane 
sugar may Jower their prices sullic- 
ient to offset it. 

Canada’s Voting Machinery 

Canada’s whole elections and [ran- 
chise Machinery is being examined 
with a view to improvement, A com- 
mittee of 30 Members of the House 
met for the first time last week to 
consider the matter, learn what 18 
done in other countries, and make re- 
commendations tor suitable changes, 

One improvement desired is a sys- 
tem of voting which would ensure a 
more accurate reflection of the popul- 


ar vote in the membership of the 
House of Commons, To secure this, 
proportional representation and the 


transferable vote will be considered. 

The ‘basic list’ maintained contin 
uously, for the registration of voters, 
which was started about two years 
ago, has proved very expensive and 
will probably be abandoned, In former 
days a new list was made before each 
general election. The ‘absentee vote’ 
system has also proved costly. 

No More Gerrymanders? 

An attempt will also be made to 
get the whole question o! redistribu 
tion out of party politics. Every ten 
years, after a census, the ridings are 
altered to conform with the changes 
in population, and there is usually a 
dogfight, with Much heat und = = Char- 
ges of ‘Gerrymander’ or ‘Hiving the 
Grits’ or something of the sort, It is 
hoped that the redistribution can in 
future be done by some independeni 
tribunal.
